ﬁ.nadn. Here all trace of the murderer was

Some five wecka after this time Mr, Moses
Sargent, & private deteetive of this city, under-
took to "work up” the cuase, and, if “possible,
get on the trail of the murderer, Mr, Sargent
proteeded to Franconia, und went busily at
work to get as good a descciption as possible
of the Lhorrible and fiendish deed, ¢ pscer-
tained the Hend's pame to be Samuel Mills, an
Eaglishman about twenty-eight years old, and
that he bad been employed in the gold mines
at Lisbon, N, H., some ten miles from where
the murder was committed. Mills is & winer by
trade,

Mr. Sargent forwarded & minute deseription
of Mills to the agents of the different mines in
New Hampshire, and in other States, and
staried himsell for Cunnde, where he got on his
trail; all the tme Keeping up telegraplic com-
muunlcation with the selectmen ol Franconin.
After undergoing great du{:lh‘nllons and hard-
ships in travelling throuph Canada by day and
might, through snow drifte and storms, with
the thermometer irequently at twenty-tive de-

es below zero, Mr, Sargent finally succepded
f::vuemng his game, and recelved a telegram
saying that the supposcd murderer had bheen
nrrested ot Galeos, L, upon the strength of
the description‘hie had ous=ed to be sirculaterd
through the country.
